STANDS THE SHOCK WELL 


Mre. J. Ogden Armour was taken to St.

Hour on Operating Table. 

The operation was performed by Dr. 
Thomas J. Watkins and Dr. Frank Cary. Mrs. 
Armour was placed on the operating table 
at 9 o'clock in the morning, and the surgeons 


was not large, and no difficulty was met with 
in removing it. 

Mrs. Armour quickly revived from the ef- 
Weta of the anaesthetic, She slept much 
during the afternoon, and in the evening 
wae said to be resting comfortably. Nocom- 
plications are expected, and it was sald Mrs. 
Armour in all probability would belable to 
leave the hospital in a short time. 

Operations for fibroid tumor formerly were 
regarded as serious by surgeons. Improved 
methods of diagnosis have eliminated much 
of the danger. In Mrs. Armour’s case the 
cause of the trouble was quickly ascertained, 
and the abdominal operation was performed 
before the growth had reached dangerous pro- 
portions. 

Accompanied Wife to Hospital. 

Mr. Armour accompanied his wife to the 
hospital. Me was with her during the after- 
noon and the greater part of last night. 

Nursee of the hospital are giving the pa- 
tient special care. She will have during her 
iliness all the comforts the packer's great 
wealth can provide for her.

Obsequies for Japanese Hero and 
Spouse Attended by 50,000, 


PARADE AN IMPOSING ONE. 


Special “and Resident Ambassadors 
from Foreign Powers Attend. 


TOKIO, Sept. 18.—The double funeral of 
Gen. Count Nogi, supreme military coun- 
cilor of Japan, and his wife, the Countess 
Nogi, who killed themeelves on the night 
of Sept 13 just as the body of the late Em- 
peror Mutsuhito passed out of Tokio city 
on its way to the imperial tomb at Mono- 
yama, was held today at the Aoyama teme- 
tery. 

The body of Japan's great warrior was 
borne on 4 gun carriage. The casket con- 
taining the body of the countess was carried 
in a hearse. The pallbearers were chosen 
from the highest ranks of the Japanese army 
and navy. A regiment of infantry was 6 
guarg of honor. 

Representatives of the special foreign 
envoys and the resident ambassadors and 
ministers participated in the procession, 
which numbered upward of 50.000 persons. 

King Georges special representative, 
Prince Arthur of Connaught, to whom Gen. 
Nogi, as chairman of the reception commit- 
tee, had been specially attached, and the 
entire suite of the prince met the cortége at 
the entrance to the cemetery. Prince Ar- 
thur personally laid a floral tribute upon the 
coffin. Many hundreds of wreaths were re- 
ceived from all parts ofthe world.

in Parliament; Minister

BUDAPEST, Sept. 18.—In a battle tonight 
between the authorities and a mob led by 
Socialist members of parlament, 200 per- 
sons were trampled by the mounted police.

Swords, revolvers, bottles, and stones were 
among the weapons employed. 

Street car service was stopped early in the 
evening. The mob captured several cars and 
made bonfires of them.

Minister Floored in Parliament. 

The rioting is a tequel to the turbulent 
scenes which marked the opening of parlia - 
ment yesterday. The tumult started immie- 
diately after today's session was opened. 

The opposition members concentrated their 
attack upon Herr Beeothy, minister of com- 
merce, who was struck in the face several 
times and knocked down. 

As soon as the government deputies began 
to come into the chamber the uproar began. 
An opposition member shouted ‘* scoundrel "’ 
at Minister Beeothy, who made a step toward 
his adversary and asked: 

„What did you say?” 

Immediately the oppositionists rushed at 
the minister, striking him with their fists 
until he fell to the floor. After struggling, the 
minister was rescued by friends. 

When the president of the lower house, 
Count Stephen Tisza, took the chair the tu- 
mult was resumed. 


Forbid Meetings; Riots Result. 

Then the police were called in. The opposi- 
tion agreed to leave the chamber if the police 
went first. This was done. That ended to- 
day’s trouble in the chamber. 

But when the Socialist leaders called on 
their followers tonight to make a street dem- 
onstration in favor of electoral reform and 
against such parliamentary abuses as the 
forcible exclusion of members of the opposi- 
tion the police forbade the processions and 
meetings and ordered al! houses closed. 

The Right Socialists ignored these orders 
and gathered tn the streets. Their members 
constantly. increased and they began shout- 
ing: 

We want universal suffrage." 

The police broke up the first crowds and 
prevented the leaders from making speeches. 
For a time clashes were not serious, but later 
the demonstrators became turbulent. Then 
the police charged with swords, to which the 
mob replied with whatever missile in hand.

Warns United States to Beware. 
New York, Sept. 18.—In a statement which 
was forwarded to a New York newspaper 
from his camp in Yautepec, Mexico, Gen.

HILE France has for democratic 

reasons abolished the rank of fie]d 

W marshal in its army, Switzerland 

has gone a step further and haa dis- 

: pensed with generals, the last of Its 

military officers to hold that rank being 
Dufour, who died many years ago. 

The various army corpe are each of them 
commanded by a colonel and the de facto 
commander in chief and ranking officer of the 
entire Swiss army he a colonel. 

Curfously enough, he bears the name of 
Bismarck, added to his own patronymic, and 
is was to him, directing the recent annual 
maneuvers of the Swiss army, that fell the 
duty not only of piloting the kaiser over the 
entire field of operations, but also of provid- 
ing for his safety from harm throughout his 
three days’ stay u the land of William Tell. 

If this officer bears the name of Bismarck 
in conjunction with that of Wille, it ie de- 
cause in Switzerland the custom prevails 
for a man to add his wife's patronymic on te 
hig own. Now the better half of Col. Ulrich 
Wille ts Countess Clara Biemarck, daughter 
of the late Gen. Count Frederick Biemarck, 
and a cousin of the first chancellor of the 
German empire. Countess Clare ig a daugh- 
ter of her father’s second wife.

His first marriage wae of a moet romantic 
character. As a young subaltern of cavalry 
of the duchy of Nassau, he eloped with his 
sovereign's daughter, Princess Augusta, just 
four months after her marriage to Prince 
Ludwig, landgrave of Hessee-Homburg. The 
lendgrave promptly proceeded to procure a 
divorce, whereupon the princess married 
young Count Bismarck. 

Under ordinary circumetances this would 
have sufficed to ruin the military career of 
a young officer, at any rate in Germany. But 


all Burope was at that time in the throes 


of the war of liberation from the thralldom 
of the firat Napoleon, and by the time that 
emperor had been deported to dt, Helena, 
Count Frederick Bismarck had managed to 
attain the rank of general in the Wurtemberg 
army, and fame as one of the most clever 
cavalry leaders of hie day. 

So univereally ecknowledged wae his au- 
therity in connection with this branch of the 
military service that he was invited in turn 
to organize the cavalry of Prussia, Russia, 
and Denmark, and finally became envoy of 
the kingdom of Wurtemberg im Berlin.

UNFITNESS IS ALLEGED. 


Recent Attack on Civil Service

The board of education, by a vote of 17 to 2, 
yesterday voted te prefer charges againet 


John McNamara, engineer at the Harper 


school and candidate for chief engineer, 
The charges will be presented to the com- 
mittee on buildings and grounds next week 
and will recommend McNamara’s discharge. 

There was an attempt to have the engi- 
neer suspended during the hearing of the 
charges. Suspension in such cages has been 
the unwritten rule of the board but on the 
assertion ot the board attorney that it is 
not necessary, it was agreed to let McNamare 
remain at the Harper school dring the pre- 
ceedings. 


Correspondence Is Turned Over.

October Grand Jury to Consider 
One Thousand Cases. 


BLAME ON THE MAGISTRATES

Fees Are Not Paid Unless Prisoner Is 
Held to Court. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 18.—[{Special,}— 
The Atlantic City grand jury will consider 
1,000 cases of crimes or misdemeanors at 
the October term of court. These figures 
were given out todey by the prosecutor’s 
office, where the work of preparing papers 
for presentation to the grand jury is inhand. 

Six hundred new cases will be considered, 
These, taken with 200 cases referred to the 
October term and the 200 in the hands of 
the special counsel for the attorney general's 


office in connection with gambling and elec- | 
tion offenses, which also will be tried by the 


October jurymen, makes up the total of 1,000, 


One to Every Twelve Voters. 

About 20 per cent of the cases involve 
women. The voting population wae about 
10,000 at the last election. Figured on this 
basis, there areabout eight to every 100 voters 
charged with crimes or misdemeanors, a ratio 
of about one to every twelve. 

The greater portion of the cages are of a 
petty nature, assault and battery and petty 
larceny making up the bulk. 

This condition, taken in conjunction with 
the improbability ef disposing ef the cases 
at ene term, emphasizes the contention of 
various attorneys that Atlantic City should 
have a committing judge who could handle 
these cases direct, as is done in Philadelphia. 
The expense of an investigation by the grand 
jury, trial by jury, with all the time of grand 
jurymen, the court, the assistant prosecutor. 
and the petit jurymen figured, ig out of all 
proportion to the magnitude of the erimes. 


Amendment Only Revwiedy.

Under 
the law they are paid only when the defend- 
ant is held te court, in which case a fee is 
allowed by the county.

Our London Letter. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 
ONDON, Sept. 18.+-[By Extremely Spe- 
cial Cable. I— My word, what a jolly row 
We are having over here about the im- 
prisoned suffragets; to de Sure. You 
* Know: they break the windows ok the shop- 
keepurs and set fire’ to thtaters, and throw Year- 
ful implements like axes|and steam rollers and 
What not at Mr. Asquith,| and fairly compel the 
constabulary to take them into custody. 

They are taken before magistrates and sen- 
tenced to varying periods in gaol. Now, that’s 
all quite simple, y'underStand, but the trouble 
comes when the wardens in the gaol request the 
ladies to partake of food. The ladies say, 
Thank vou very kindly, but you needn't pass 
me any of the plum duff, and no sugar in the 
tea, If you please; And, in fact, you can take 
your bally plum duff and your tea and jolly 
well eat your blooming head off for aught that 
I care, for I jolly well won't eat a biithering 
bite as long as you keep me in this wretched 
aol.“ So there you are. 9 3 

These suffraget person do stick remarkably 
close to what they say, too. Do you know, they 
really refuse, quite, to partake of food and the 
keepers, in desperation that the ladies will die 
on their hands and cone bally martyrs, don't 
you know, have to strap them in chairs and pry 
their mouths open and hold-their noses and 
pour soup into their mouths for all the world 
like a mother compelling her recalcitrant off- 
spring to take paregoric. Most astounding, I 
say. 

Well, now comes Mr. Arnold Bennett, the cele- 
brated writer, and, O quite celebrated writer, 
and he astonished everyone by saying very 
boldly, O, if the suffragets wish to starve, why 
let them. It's no one’s business but their own,” 
And then everyone in London begins talking 
and all England takes it up, and now all you 
hear, no matter where you 6, is this: “ Shall 
the suffragets be compelled to eat or shall they 
starve?” | 

It's a most embarrassing matter for the gov- 
‘ernment. You see, the whole trouble is this. 
The government regulation requires all pris- 
oners detained in gaol to be supplied with such 
and such a quantity of food each and every day. 
Naturally, this food is not served with the ex- 
pectation that the prisoners will take their 
plum duff, and the bread and butter, and their 
apple tarts and build toy houses out of them, 
or choo-choo cars or some such childish de- 
vices. O, not at all. The food is served to the 
prisoners to be eaten. Now, you see, if it is not 
eaten, a blow is struck at the entire fabric of 
our oonstitution and the whole jolly country 
will totter, y' understand. 

The question is, How can we make the ladies 
eat their plum duff without resorting to vie- 
lence. I really think the question is quite easy 
of solution. I should have the plum duff care- 
fully molded so as to resemble a plaster cast of 
Mr. Asquith. The ladies in their rage would 
at least bite the premier’s nose off and swallow 
it in their mad rage. I Would see to it that a 
large quantity of nutriment was put into the 


nose Of this food bust of Mr. Asquith, and there 
you are. It also has been Suggested that a 
physician lecture to the ladies in the gaol every 
day and demonstrate to them that beyond the 
shadow of a doubt abstaining from food will 
cause them to grow quite stout. Little books 
could be passed among the prisoners showing 
them by scientific proof that fatness invariably 
pesults from starvation. Bon't you get the 
dean. MY word, once ‘you make the ladies be- 
lieve they will become stout if they refuse to 
present themselves regularly in the dining room 
three times a day they will fairly storm 
the dining hall and tear down the doors in their 
frenzied efforts to get in to the well filled tables. 
—~- 


You’ see, this would all be very simple if a 
well defined plan were followed. Can't you 
imagine the distress of a lady in the gaol who 
had not partaken of food for several days to 
encounter a warden and to hear ‘him say: 
“Why, good morning, my dear, you haven't 
droppéd in to tea for quite a bit, I know be- 
cause you are getting so exceedingly stout.” 

My word, that suffraget would send a mes- 
sage at once to her friends to supply her with 
all the chicken and beefsteak and plum pud- 
dings and orange marmalade and the other 
necessities they could carry in half a dozen 
hampers. 

Of course, there are other solutions. A very 
clever one was given me only last night. I 
was walking down the Strand and met quite 
a celebrated man, an American, who engaged 
me a bit in conversation. He said he had 
thought about the matter quite a bit and he 
would suggest that a large number of axes 
and other implements of iron and all possess- 
ing great weight be left lying about loose on 
the floor where the suffragets were imprisoned. 

“Now,” said the gentleman, “when the 
ladies are put in gaol they should be informed 
that your prime minister, Mr. Asquith, would 
appear at the door each and every afternoon, 
say at 4 o'clock. Now, of course, there is 
nothing that a suffraget likes so much as to 
shy something at Mr. Asquith, you under- 
stand, Now, then, as I have before observed, 
these implements left lying about on the floor 
must all be of considerable weight, so as to 
require great strength to lift and hurl with 
any degree of accuracy. The ladies would dis- 
cover that if they went without nutriment 
they would be unable to lift these axes and 
the other murderous implements and hurl 
them at Mr. Asquith. Consequently, you ob- 
3 they would eat most heartily in order 
to Keep in fine physical condition, with the 
great, sweet hope tucked in their hearts that 
when 4 o'clock and your Mr. Asquith arrived 
they could knock out ‘his front teeth with a 
railroad rail or lop off his ear with an ax.” 

But.“ I interposed, would it not be dan- 
gerous for our prime minister?” 

“Not at all,” said the American. “You see, 
the prime minister has to keep dodging these 
things all the time, anyhow, and this would 
be merely good exercise for him and keep him 
in splendid training.” 

I thakked the gentleman most kindly and I 
intended to send his suggestion to the Home 
Office, It really is not such a half rotten idea 
when you think it over.
